TOWN MEETING 
DATE NOW NOV 21 


The Wilmington High School Football team won an un- 
secheduled contest Monday evening, when the Selectmen, 
by a three to one decision, voted to change the date of 
the coming Special Town Meeting to that of Nov. 21 
atl p.m. 

The meeting had been set for one week earlier, in the 
mistaken belief that there was no football game schedu- 
led for that date - but there was. Wilmington plays at 
Billerica on that date. 

So quietly, without fanfare, the Selectmen changed the 
date of the Town Meeting to one on which there will be no 
football game. But - let it be noted - November 21 is a 


‘make-up’ date for the Wilmington High School squad, 
The Selectmen may have to make another change. 

Chairman Bruce MacDonald told the noon at Billerica,’ he explained. 
Board that he had ‘received several 
phone calls about the Special Town 
Meeting date, 


He then suggested postponing the 
meeting to November 21.

A tenpage report on proposed school 
building sites was presented to the 
Planning Board Tuesday night by the 
Board's Planning Consultant. Prof 
Charles Eliot. There were no earth- 
shattering recommendations 


Prof Eliot's report had been re- 
quested by the Planning Board in pre- 
paration for the up-coming Special 
Town Meeting at which time voters 
will be asked to endorse the acquisi- 
tion of the Roberts Estate for a new 
high school 

The three sites in the report include. 
the present high school property, the 
Allen property on Woburn Street and 
the Roberts Estate. 


Eliot makes referenct to the General 
Plan Report of June, 1970 in which 
the recommendations for school sites 
were based on a plan developed for 
the School Committee in August. 1968 
by John Miller of Hill and Associates. 

The recommendations set down in the 
first report included adding to the pre- 
sent high school, constructing a new 
intermediate school and phasing out, 
West, Center, Buzzell, Swain, Walker, 
Whitfield and the Mildred Rogers 
Schools. 

The last of these has since been con- 
verted for use by town committees

INCREASE NEXT WEEK 


Because of the ever increasing 
prices with which the Wilmington 
News Company must cope, the price 
of the Town Crier is to be increased 
next week, the first week in November. 

The news-stand price is to be 15¢, 
and the yearly subs:ription price to 
be $5 for Wilmington, and $6 for out 
of town subscribers 

The annual January First subscrip- 
tion date will still continue, with a $1 
reduction in price to those who pay 
their subscriptions in January with- 
out being billed. 


School 
Committee 


For those whovhave never observed 
negotiations for collective bargain- 
ing, the school committee meeting 
last Thursday was a revelation 

After a brief Superintendents rep- 
ort, a letter was read as part of the 
correspondence on the agenda. The 
letter stated the disapproval of the 
Wilmington Teachers Association on 
the hiring of William Fay, Jr. as Prin- 
cipal of the North Intermediate Sch- 
ool. The letter stated that an elected 
official who resigned to take a posi- 
tion that may have come up as regu- 
lar business was in effect abusing 
his privilege. There is no incentive, 
then the WTA felt, for teachers in 
the system to apply for these positions, 

After the letter was read, members 
of the Wilmington Teachers Associa- 
tion and their negotiator met with the 
School Committee to discuss future 
collective bargaining sessions.

Two events have livened up the past 
few days 

The first is a threat by Rep. Fred 
Cain to sue Selectman Miceli for an 
alleged breaking of the laws regard- 
ing political advertising. Cain, at a 
party held at Rocco's Restaurant on 
Monday evening read a copy of a let- 
ter sent to Mr. Miceli, to the assemb- 
led crowd. Miceli, it seems, is ignor- 
ing the threat 

More exciting is the possible non 

action by the Board of Selectmen ov- 
er an item that can possibly mean 
$73,000 for the town’s treasury. 
Rep. Cain has a committment for a 
transfer of that sum of money from the 
Niehols Street Bridge Surplus Account 
to a Road Repairs Account for Nicho- 
Is Street. But an application has to be 
made to the County Commissioners by 
Friday morning. Such applications 
are ordinarily signed by the Board of 
Selectmen. 

‘The Selectmen have received the app- 
lication, which Mr. Cain is to put in 
the hands of the County Commission- 
ers by Friday. But the Selectmen are 
not announcing their decision until that 
day 

‘The Selectmen possibly believe that 
they are being non-political, but Mr. 
Cain has taken the precaution of hav- 
ing five citizens sign an application to 
the County Commissioners, in order to 
be certain that the money is not lost to 
Wilmington.

minute last Wednesday morn- 
ing. time period was from 8 


a.m. to 8:45 a.m. on each of the three 
mornings. The study was also con- 
ducted afternoons when school child- 
ren were returning to their homes. 

Officer Ritchie also reported that 
there were six reported accidents 
at the intersection in the past year, 
three of which resulted in personal 
injury. 

Asked whether he thought the figures 
indicated a need for traffic control 
devices, Chief Lynch said; I 
might say yes while the state may 
say no.’. He suggésted that the pro- 
blem be investigated further before 
buying traffic lights. 

‘Do we want a mechanical set of 
lights on a timer or actuated by a 
car's weight on a treadle, or the 
human touch of a traffic supervisor?’ 
he asked. 

The Chief also explained that un- 
marked cars are often used with out- 
of-uniform officers for police sur- 
veillance work so as not to inhibit 
speeders which is why Ballardvale 
Street residents haven't seen any 
signs of ‘radar traps’ on their street 
as requested some weeks ago.

‘speed limits are established by the 
D.P.W." and he was backed-up by 
Chief Lynch who explained that ‘lights, 
signs, everything, must be approved by 
the D.P.W.’ 

The Chief agreed, however, that side- 
walks are the ‘biggest problem,the 
biggest need around elementary sch- 
cols." 

The much discussed sidewalk issue, 
as explained by Selectman Backman, 
goes back to last Spring’s Town Meet- 
ing when voters refused to endorse 
the Town Manager's proposed side- 
walk project. 

Prior to the meeting the Town Mana- 
ger had received two petitions with a 
total of 256 signatures requesting 
sidewalks on Shawsheen Avenue. But 
only seven townsmen voted in favor of 
the proposal at the Town Meeting. 


The sidewalk plan asked for $50,000 
to begin sidewalk construction and was 
unanimously backed by the Selectmen. 

“The first step for funding,’ said 
Backman, ‘is for the voter to go to 
Town Meeting and vote it, ‘which is 
something the Town Manager has been 
saying ever since the issue came up 
several weeks ago. 

Chairman MacDonald had already ask 
ed the Board to write the D.P.W. in an 
attempt to clear up the matter of tra- 
ffic control signals. ‘We'll find out 
once and for all if we can have traffic 
signals,’ he said. ‘We'll send a letter 
to the D.P.W. tomorrow.’ 

Chief Lynch also recommended that 
action be taken concerning trucking ov- 
er the Route 129 bridge. He noted that 
heavy trucks and buses often exceed 
the bridge weight limit and said he wou- 
Id take steps to have the situation cor- 
rected. 

“Don't let the survey end here,” the 
Chief added. ‘John Ritchie has just 
been appointed Safety Officer and he's 
available to come out and talk with 
you about the problem.’ 

Chief Lynch said he was avail- 
able as well to personally check on 
traffic situations and invited the re- 
sidents present to get in touch with 
him about problems in their area

Paced by Mike Esposito’s record- 
breading scoring Coach Bellissimo’s 
eleven toppled Burlington, 41-0 last 
Saturday afternoon for the-varsity’s 
fifth straight seasonal win, 

The stage is set for this week's 
showdown at Chelmsford with the Li- 
‘ons sporting a 4-0 record, the only ot- 
her unblemished record in the confer- 
ence after Dracut’s 36-16 upset win 
over Billerica. In other league games, 
Methuen edged No. Andover, 12-6 and 
Tewksbury stopped Andover, 7-6. 

The Wildcats wasted no time in sett- 
ing the pace in Saturday’s encounter 
with the Red Devils as they scored the 
first time they had the ball. Following 
Jim Irwin’s seven yard return of the 
opening kickoff to the Wilmington 40, 
it took only four plays to cover the re- 
maining 60 yaads and a touchdown 
A pair of passes by Bill Gustus to 
Dick Gillis, 16 yards, and Irwin for 29 
yards set the varsity up with a first 
down on the 16 and Esposito took a 
pitch from Gustus and rambled off 
tackle and into the end zone for the 
initial score of the game and a new 
state scoring record. Espo booted 
the PAT and at 1:18 the Wildcats led 
74. 

Burlington was unable to move the 
ball on the ensuing kick off and follow- 
ing a Red Devil punt, the Big Blue Mach 
ine scored again. The drive started on 
the Burlington 35 with an excellent 40 
yard punt return by Esposito from his 
own 25. Six plays later at 4:48, it was 
14-0 as Gustus fired his seventh touch- 
down pass of the season to Dick Gillis 
and Esposito converted. Key play: 
the drive were a 12 yard run by Gillis 
and a 14 yard delay up the middle by 
Esposito along with an 8 yard pass by 
Gustus for the score. 

On the ensuing kickoff, Burlington did 
not field the ball and Steve Catalano 
alertly caught the free ball in mid-air 
at the Red Devil 31 and Wildcats were 
knocking on the door again, Five 
plays later at 6:40, Gustus hit Small- 
idge in the enzone for the third Wil-

Following a pass interception by Dick 
Gillis and an exchange of punts, the 
Wildcats took over at their own 37.. A 
five yard penalty pushed the Wildcats 
back to the 32 where on the next play 
Esposito busted off tackle for a 68 yard 
gallop for the fourth Wildcat score. 
Mike's placement was perfect and with 
48 seconds gone in the second stanza 
the varsity had a commanding 28-0 
lead. Neither team was able to put a 
sustained drive together in the remain- 
ing time of the second period as Burl- 
ington punted twice and Wilmington 
once. 

In the early minutes of the second half 
the conference leaders struck again.

On the first play, Gustus hit Esposito 
with a 37 yard pass and run comple- 
tion to set the Wildcats up at the Burl- 
ington 4. Two plays later, Espo dove 
in from the one for his 15th touchdown 
of the year and the fifth of the game for 
Wilmington. Esposito's placement was 
perfect and the lead was 35-0 at 2:27 of 
the third period. 

Leo Campbell recovered an errant 
Burlington fumble on the next series 
of plays following Esposito's kickoff 
setting the Big Blue Machine up with 
excellent field position at the Red Dev- 
il 33. Steve Catalano took over the 
controls from Gustus and with a back 
field of John Gillis, Art Bibeau, and 
Sid Tildsley, moved the ball down to 

the 15 before being stopped by a de- 
pressed Burlington defense. Two plays 
later, Bob Conlin recovered a Burling: 
ton fumble at the Red Devil 26, but 
the Wildcats were unable to move the 
ball beyond the 18 and Burlington took 
over. 


The Wildcats second defensive unit 
paced by Ray Ventura and Jim Ritchie 
forced the Red Devils to punt out after 
gaining only five yards on a pair of run- 
ning plays and an incomplete pass. The

The sixth Wilmington score came 
on a one yard plunge by Gillis to cap 
a six play march with the key play 
in the drive a 31 pass reception by 
Stygles at the one.

by the School Committee and Planning 
Board through early 1970 and called 
for expanding the present high school 
grounds toward Wildwood Street, ac- 
quiring the Allen property for a South 
Intermediate School, adding to the ex- 
isting land at the North Intermediate, 
Woburn Street and Wildwood Schools, 
and choosing sites for three more ele- 
mentary schools. 

An alternative to this recommen. 
dation first proposed by Mr. Miller 
was the construction of a new high 
school with intermediate schools be- 
coming elementary schools. This is 
in essence what the School Committee 
now proposes under the name ‘Total 
Building Program’. 


Leans towards 
Allen property 


In remarks to the Planning Board 
Prof. Eliot indicated that he still fav- 
ors the so-called Allen property as 
the most feasible site for a new high 
school 

The report considers five basic pro- 
blems pertinent to the construction of 
a high school in relation to the three 
sites. Paraphrased, these are: cost 
of land; size and charateristics of 
the land in relation to Open Spaces, 
Recreational areas, other schools and 
public lands; cost of site preparation; 
cost and method of sewerage dispos- 
al, and accessibility by roads present- 
ly existing or proposed. 

Referring to the General Plan, Prof. 
Eliot's report describes two projects 
to be considered for expanding the 
grounds of the present high school, 

The first of these in the minimum pro- 
ject which would add to the existing 
land by acquisition of the former Gra- 
nge property toward Wildwood Street 
and land to the south which would con- 
nect with the Town-owned land in the 
brook valley. 

‘The Minimum project is essential 
whether or not an addition to the exist- 
ing high school is constructed or the 
present building is converted to an in- 
termediate school,’ reads the Consul- 
tant’s report, 

A ‘Desirable’ project for the high 
school would add the Grange property 
plus other lands toward Wildwood Str- 
eet, which could be less expensive than 
filling in the brook valley 

Prof. Eliot notes that the present gr- 
ounds total 17.27 acres, is centrally 
located and acce: ..ble by presently e 
isting streets. Present sewerage fac- 
ilities could be expanded if the building 
were to have an addition. 

Next to be considered in the report is 
the Allen property which, as Prof. El- 
iot points out, is only a part of the pro- 
posed site which would include other 
parcels of land to the Gas Pipe Line 

Again there are Minimum and De- 
sirable projects, The first would re- 
quire 23 acres and the second would 
utilize 49.3 to 52.3 acres. 

The desirable plan would include mak: 
ing use of wetlands in the Maple Mea- 
dow Brook area for Conservation Op- 
en Space and it would be advantageous, 


the report notes, to acquire the pro- 
perty for both purposes at the same 
time. 

The assessed value of the total num- 
ber of land parcels is $29,200, accord- 
ing to Prof. Eliot's figures. The All- 
en property's 19.3 acres are access- 
ed at $11,850, and the Town present- 
ly owns eight land parcels accessed 
at a total of $3,600. Other area par- 
cels make up the difference. 

To make the site more readily acc- 
essible the report suggests widening 
Woburn Street, making use of Bay and 
Elm Streets, opening Alder Street and 
including a new subdivision street one 
block west of Woburn Street as a border 
street for the site 

Prof. Eliot says in the report that as 
a high school location, it would be ‘con- 
venient for a large majority of the pre- 
sent pupils...and for those expected to 
be living in Wilmington for many years 
to come.’ 

The report also refers to a soil sur- 
vey at the site which showed ‘hardpan’ 
two and-a-half feet below the surface 
of the ground over much of the area. 
This prevents the inclusion of septic 
tanks but it would be possible to run 
a sewer line north from the Avco 
Plant to accomodate the area. 

The last site in the report is the Rob- 
erts estate with 54.28 acres of which 
only 25 to 30 acres would be usable 
because of the ‘swale’ or marsh area 
and wetlands in the eastern part of the 
estate 

There is also a tributary to Mill Brook 
which runs across the northwest corner 
of the property. Referring to Soil 
Maps of the area, the report adds 
that there is ‘deep muck’ southeast of 
the highground in the northern portion 
of the estate. 

The report goes on to say that the 
soils of the highground itself are class- 
ified as ‘Millis Extremely Stony-fine 
Sandy Loam’ which is good for founda: 
tion construction but poor on-site 
sewerage disposal 

During Prof Eliot's presentation of 
the report to the Board, Mort Grant 
and Bill Hanlon added that they had per- 
sonally inspected the highground of 
the estate some months ago and found 
it to be ledge. 

They said a construction firm had tri. 
ed to remove gravel from the knolls 
but had given up because ‘the ledge was 
so hard the bulldozers couldn't cut it. 
The blades just went right up the side 
of the hill,’ said Grant in reference to 
marks on the face of the slope. 

Burlington Avenue would have to be 
widened or a paralles street included 
to handle increased traffic if a high 
school were built there. Other poss- 
ibilities would be to extend Chestnut 
Street from Burlington Avenue to 
Grand Street along Mill Brook, or to 
extend Cedar Street across Mill Brook 
to Burlington Ave., with another street 
constructed to connect Burlington Ave 
with Boutwell Street 

“These considerations of soils and 
future streets reduce the effective 
buildable area on the site to seven and

one hald acres on the knoll or oval and 
11 acres between the swale and the pos- 
sible future roac parallel with Bruling- 
ton Ave. ‘If that road is not built the 
five acres at the western section of 
Burlington Avenue frontage would be 
added. Presumable the swale could 
be used for an athletic field if drain- 
age and filling can be arranged,’ reads 
the report. 

Prof Eliot also says in the report 
that ‘The costs of site preparation 
and development may be relatively 
high because of the need to reclaim the 
muck area...and the difficulties which 
are predictable in disposal of sewer. 
age.’ 

While the report makes no recommer 
dations as to what site should be used 
for a new high school, in closing Prof 
Eliot suggests that additional land be 
acquired for school use at the high 
school, the North Intermediate, Wob- 
urn and Wildwood Schools, and for fut 
ure elementary schools.

The proposed amendment to the Constitution amends the existing con- 
stitutional provisions which direct the division of the Commonwealth into 
240 representative districts and 40 senatorial districts. It provides for a 
census of the inhabitants of each city and town in the Commonwealth in 
the year 1971 and in every tenth year thereafter. ‘The census in 1971 is to 
be the basis for determining the representative and senatorial districts for 
the ten-year period beginning January 1, 1975. Each subsequent census 
shall be the basis for determining the districts for each ten-year period be- 
ginning the fourth January following exch census, so that the census in 1981 
will determine the districts ax of January, 1983, ete, 

‘The amendment provides that the house of representatives shall consist 
of two hundred and forty members and the senate of forty members. In 
its first regular session following each census, the Legislature shall divide 
the Commonwealth into two hundred and forty representative districts 
of contiguous territory and forty senatorial districts also of contiguous 
territory. Each representative district shall contain, as nearly as may be, 
‘an equal number of inbabitants according to the census. Each senatorial dis- 
trict shall also contain as nearly as may be an equal number of inhabitants 
according to the census. A representative district shall not unite two or 
more counties, towns, or cities, or parts thereof, oF a city and a town, or 
parts thereof, in one district unless the same is unavoidable. Further, no 
town of less than six thousand inhabitants shall be divided in forming 
representative districts. It is also provided that the County of Dukes 
County and Nantucket County shall each be a representative district, not- 
withstanding the foregoing. The senatorial districts, each of which’ shall 
elect one Senator, shall be formed without uniting two counties or parts 
of two or more counties, unless the same is unavoidable, 

Each representative shall be an inhabitant of the district for which he 
is chosen at least one year immediately preceding his election, and each 
senator shall be an inhabitant of the district for which he is chosen at the 
time of his election and shall have been an inhabitant of the Common- 
wealth for at least five years immediately preceding his election. Any 
Tepresentative or senator who ceases to be an inhabitant of the Common- 
wealth shall cease to represent his district. 

The t also provides that the Legislature (1) may by law limit 
the time within which judicial proceedings may be instituted calling in 
question any such division and (2) shall prescribe by law the manner of 
calling and conducting elections for the choice of representatives and of 
‘ascertaining their election. 

Finally, the amendment annuls the existing constitutional provisions 
with respect to apportionment of representative and senatorial districts, 
although Those provisions will remain in effect until Juouary 1. 1975.

Burns on furniture can often 
be removed with powdered pum- 
ice stone.

If the 
area is very small, wrap the 
felt around your finger rather 
than a block.. After the burn 
mark has been rubbed out, rub 
again with powdered rottenstone 
to remove scratch marks and re- 
store the polish. Allow to dry 
overnight, clean off the powder 
and touch up with shellac. Fin- 
ish by applying wax or polish to 
the dry patch.
